There have been thirty-six weeks of school, with the excep- 
tion of No. 2, which was closed two weeks by the Board of 
Health on account of scarlet fever in the district, Happily, 
however, there were no cases among the pupils. Owing to the 
illness of the teacher at No. 2,a substitute was obtained for the 
fall term, Miss Lenora Smith of Peterboro. The resignation at 
last of the regular teacher caused a vacancy which was filled 
by Miss Persis Eaton of Winchester, N. H. 

Miss Annie W. Fisher was secured for the year for No. 3. 

Miss Catherine Reaveley, a graduate of the Mass. Normal 
Art School was engaged to fill the vacancy caused by the resig- 
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nation of Miss Mendum. Miss Reaveley is teaching drawing 
and manual training only, as no one was available who could 
teach both the drawing and music. 

The service of Mr. H. H. Pratt was retained another year as 
Superintendent, the Supervisory District remaining the same as 
last year. 

A new floor was laid at No. 1 and a furnace put in at No. 2. 
The grounds at No. 1 were beautified by the planting of shrubs 
by Mr. Lynch as a gift to the district. 

We submit the following estimate of the amount of money

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To the School Board of Town of Dublin: 


During the past year, and in fact during the time that 
your present superintendent has worked in your schools, there 
have been certain principles of work emphasized which this 
report will endeavor to explain. Education seems as Greek to 
many people who, on that account, do not visit our schools. 
They feel that they are not capaple of judging the value of the 
work their children are doing. Things have come to a sorry 
pass when education becomes so intricate that the parent must 
hand over the control and education of the one most dear to 
him to the care of comparative strangers, without knowing 
whether they are doing him good or ill. Education strives for cer- 
tain very plain and definite ends, and it is hoped that in a nar- 
row space some of these ends and the means by which they are 
attained may be set forth so plainly that all parents may feel 
that they know some ways of judging the education of their 
children. 

The first test of a good education is, What can you do? not, 
How much time have you spent in school? nor, How many 
facts is your head crammed with? An educated man is not one 
who knows a good deal, but one who can do a great deal with 
what he knows. If you find your children coming home from 
school and telling how much they have learned, and cannot tell 
you of what earthly use it ever will be to them, their education 
is seriously defective. Arithmetic which doesn’t help to meas- 
ure ; history which doesn’t make a child grow broader in mind? 
geography, which doesn’t teach him where his food and raw 
materials come from, and how they come; and civics which 
doesn’t tell him what selectmen are for, means poor education. 
If your child knows all about Jupiter and the gods of Rome; all 
about the sun and little about a garden hoe; all about “ Para- 
dise Lost”? and mighty little how to get to paradise regained, 
_he is on the wrong course, and as a parent you have a right to 
object. 

Education should be all the time tending to make the child 
a producer, an originator. It should not be making him more 
and more dependent on some one else’s leadership, whether 
teacher or parent. School life should teach a child to reason 
and think for himself. It should make him responsible and 
independent and willing to trust his own conclusions. For ex- 
ample, when you see your child in a continual wonderment 
whether or not his answer to an arithmetic example is right, 
and in a worry for fear his teacher will say it is wrong, he is 
not being positively educated to be anything. Unless a child 
is being so plainly and decidedly taught that he is able to be a 
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judge of his own actions and of his own work, regardless of 
what people say about it; unless he can enjoy confidence in it, 
he is going to swell the ranks of political dummies and indus- | 
trial paralytics later on. Education of the right kind ought to 
make a child grow noticeably more moral; that is, more consid- 
erate of the rights and pleasures of others, every year. He 
should grow more self-reliant in all things. It is no objection 
if he comes to know more than his parents. He certainly 
ought to get above his teachers, for it is a poor workman who 
cannot turn out a better product than himself, through profiting 
by mistakes made in his own training. 

There is a deal of blind faith extant about our public schools. 
We believe that they have the power of somehow coating our chil- 
dren with a magic gloss by virtue of these children staying in 
them a certiin length of time; which gloss shall make children 
pass current for r:al men when they are grown. The only 
thing which commands success in this life is power to do,— 
power to think correctly, power to see accurately, power to be- 
have morally. 

The second great test of education is, What kind of a man 
are you? Have you been trained to be generous, considerate, 
courteous? or, have you grown up to weeds? Have you 
gained, not the theory of ethics, but the practice of morality? 
Here is where the public school stands unique in America. It 
is the salvation of children who are so indulged at home as to 
be useless to society’ Here they are compelled to learn “ fair 
play,” provided they are rightly handled by their teachers. I 
have come to believe, with all the experience of life so far, and 
with all sincerity, that the ability and habits of behaving rightly 
is the most supreme thing which can be taught in our public 
schools ; and not by books, but by practice. Children must 
learn to respect the happiness of their schoolmates, rich or 
poor, crippled or of good physique, talented or lowly, before 
the world can ever begin to free itself from the hideous social 
crimes exhibited in such profusion. 

All this is what educators mean when they speak of ‘ educa- 
tion for. power.” This is training a child to have ability, get- 
ti:g him able to do something, giving him power to do produc- 
tive work in the world. How have Dublin schools been trying 
to accomplish this in the past year or two? Certainly not by 
trying to teach trades. We want to give a child more general 
power than that,—a power which shall make him worth more 
in any trade or business which he may later undertake. Briefly 
stated, what we expect of a graduate of our public schools 
should be these: Power to express himself correctly, briefly, 
plainly in the English language, both orally and in writing?

power to put two and two together, and reason out the third ; 
power to see, in all apartments of life more than the untrained 
can see ; power to use practical mathematics, especially what- 
ever pertains to measurements, with accuracy and speed; a 
wide, knowledge of geography, history, nature, and simple liter- 
ature ; habits of courtesy and kindness. 

School i is not the only place, by any means, where the child 
gets valuable education. I have known many a boy or girl to 
get a better training “‘ working around the place” or helping 
father or mother at their daily work than some of the public 
school education amounted to. It gave them practical power. 
There is no reason why a school should not be severely practi- 
cal, in the sense of training to think ; sometimes it is not,, how- 
ever. When we rescue the child from mental laziness, and 
stop regarding him as a bag to be crammed, regarding him 
rather as a plant to be trained, or as a mine to be worked; 
the sooner we turn the school into a workshop of brains where 
a child is kept active with ¢hzmgs rather than simply dooks, 
where he does more than “ sit and think,’’the sooner we shall 
make a man out of him. 

One of the great foundation principles of all child-training is 
that a child learns todo by doing. ‘That is, a girl learns to sew 
by sewing ; to cook by cooking ; that a boy learns to saw by 
sawing, etc. So important is this law of learning that we can 
practically learn in no other way. You will observe that a 
child learns faster when his fingers are busy, His interest is 
awake, and ideas on all sorts of subjects come to him readily. 
I believe that if a child were denied the use of his hands from birth 
he would grow up.a dolt. Refuse opportunity for activity to a 
normal child, and you will have him sick or insane shortly. 
Now when a school receives such active children and confines 
them to a seat to “ sit and think” we begin to see at once that 
they begin to goto “sleep anddream.” Result, school becomes 
a means of grass rather than grace, and the child degenerates 
into adependent. Now if it is an important thing that children 
be active; if, even though it seems a little thing, nature has or- 
dained that this shall be the way a child shall learn, then books 
and pictures do not seem as important a part of school educa- 
tion as actual materials for construction, materials to make some- 
thing with. This means an opportunity for the child to work 
out ideas of his own, to give vent to his own little genius, to 
learn number and proportion, color and form and the like. 
Things which a child does with his hands soon become ideas 
in his brain. The trouble with the arithmetic in lots of chil- 
dren’s heads is, that it has been a matter of books and theory 
rather than of actual objects and practice. We are working out 
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this year in the schools a new way of teaching arithmetic to the 
primary classes by the use of objects and material for actual 
handwork by the child. While it is a common practice to use 
objects of man kinds in arithmetic, the manner of their use in 
Dublin is different. It is too long to be explained here, but the 
point is, that it is a means of teaching arithmetic by actually 
putting into the hands of the child materials for actual construc- 
tion and having him work out arithmetic as a man would 
in a workshop. 

In pursuance of this policy we are providing as rich an 
amount of constructive materials as possible for the precise pur- 
pose of giving the pupils a way of learning things by doing. 
Our object is to keep the child’s hands busy every minute that 
he is in school with something interesting, something which 
teaches him some real things worth knowing, something which 
shall originate and develop power to do things, see things, and 
reason out things. 

A child can do things long before he can describe what he 
has done. Power of description and ability to use language 
with ease is a matter of education. But a child can express 
himself by modeling things or drawing out an illustration of his 
ideas very early and very well. 

During the year considerable variety of historical matter has 
been placed in the schools to afford the pupils a thorough 
amount of information and of wide reading in the world’s his- 
tory. We believe that in order to understand the history of 
America he must have some background of history which pre- 
ceded America. Our country is but the result of things which 
happened before 1620; we have borrowed our art from Greece 
and Europe; our government from Rome. We get our religion 
from the East; and so superior was Grecian civilization to our 
own that we still sit at Plato’s feet to learn wisdom. A course 
of reading in history has been arranged somewhat as follows: 
First year or two, stories of primitive life among all peoples ; 
third year, stories of heroes of all nations; fourth and fifth 
years, readings in United States history, also reading from 
Greece. During the sixth year reading is done concerning his- 
torical charactors of all nations, from old Egypt to England ; 
also readings from Roman history, and from English. Thus 
when the pupil enters detailed study of the history of his own 
country during the seventh and eighth years he has some un- 
derstanding of the antecedents of America. At the same time 
it would seem as if he must get a broader sympathy and inter- 
est in the world, and be a little less buried in purely local sur- 
roundings. 
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Space forbids mentioning many more of the interesting things 
we are trying to do with children, but perhaps we have men- 
tioned enough to make plain to parents our idea of education, 
the tests we would place upon a child’s progress, and to make 
clear that education is something which is within the ability of 
every one to understand.
